From the fur business into the then new ven- 
ture of the penny arcade—such a road led Adolph 
Zukor into the theatrical business and finally into 
the industry of motion pictures. Today, as presi- 
dent of the Famous Players-Lasky Corporation he 
becomes a part of the Indiana Theatre through the 
direction of the policy being in the hands of the 
corporation.

T. W. BARHYDT 


In 1897 a new figure entered into the theatrical 
life of Terre Haute when Mr. T. W. Barhydtcame 
from Illinois where he had been interested in dif- 
ferent theatres. The lease for the Grand Opera 
House was taken over by him and from then on, 
he was one of the predominating figures in 
Terre Haute theatrically. there 
and in 1905 he promoted the Lyric as a vaudeville 
house, turning two years later to the Varieties, a 
much larger theatre and the new home of vaude- 
ville. In 1914, vaudeville outgrew the Varieties 
and the Hippodrome became the new and hand- 
some home of the patrons of this form of en- 
tertainment. After severing his connection with 
the Hippodrome, Mr. Barhydt, not content with 
remaining idle, began to plan for another theatre 
for Terre Haute. 


Success came 


Two years and more ago this 
amusement structure began to occupy his atten- 
tion, and through the months the idea became 
more and more an idea that would be a reality. 
Today, Terre Haute has the new Indiana Theatre, 
a realistic and real temple of diversion—the 
climax towards which the path of T. W. Barhydt 
has lead through these years in Terre Haute.

N INSPIRATION through old Spanish archi- 
A tecture forms the basis of the architectural 
conception of the Indiana Theatre as de- 
signed by John Eberson, recognized as one of the 
leading theatrical architects in the United States. 


The motifs of ornament as well as the color 
scheme to be found in the theatre are reproduc- 
tions of the architectural and decorative examples 
of old Spanish art as found in the southern prov- 
inces of the Spanish kingdom. Such a style as is 
represented in the Indiana is not to be confused 
with the severe style and type of Spanish mission 
so common and wll known in Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. 


The province of Andalusia, with a climate 
similar to that of Southern Italy, furnishes some 
of the most striking examples of the architectural 
reproductions for the Indiana. 


Happy people are these Andalusians, under a 
glorious blue sky, living a comparative life of ease, 
confining their interests to the boundaries of their 
own small circles and vincinities, not influenced 
by worldly happenings or up-heavals, living a 
colorful life and pursuing their simple pleasures, 
borrowing all the while from nature the fan- 
tastic shades and colors of their customes the 
expressions and feelings in an architectural way 
in just such modes as are illustrated in Mr. 
Eberson’s rendition of the Indiana Theatre. 


The builders and decorators of the Indiana have 
made every effort to make this reproduction cor- 
rect. When viewing the exterior and interior, one 
should keep in mind that the imitation of the 
antique was desired—black, red and yellow orna- 
ments of comparative heavy profile with enrich- 
ments through floral effects. 


Lighting effects represent in a wonderful man- 
ner the Andalusian sunshine in the outer lob- 
bies, while one is in the midst of the mystic twi- 
light in the main auditorium. 


On the main ceiling is a blanket design borrowed 
from Moorish art—recalling to the art lover that 
the northern coast of Africa lies neighborly to the 
southern provinces of Spain, accounting for the 
influence of Moorish art on the work of the artis- 
ans and builders of southern Spain. 


The Indiana throughout—from the door-knob 
of the main entrance door to the curvature of the 
opera chairs, from the polychrome lighting 
bracket to the design of the over-drape, is artis- 
tic Spanish in its purest form.

Some marvelous effects are offered in the 
ornamental plastering of the structure—all the 
work of the Architectural Decorating Company. 
Skillful hands have fashioned a fountain in the 
grand staircase that calls the attentions to the 
figures, the drinking fountains, and the leaf work. 
Al of the work was done at the theatre during 
the construction.

Paramount feature pictures with Educational 
films are to form the general program of the In- 
diana Theatre. However, in addition to these will 
be stage entertainment, orchestral overtures and 
musical features. 


It will be the policy of the theatre to offer two 
new feature photoplays each week with the pro- 
gram changing Saturdays and Wednesdays. The 
stage entertainment will not be of the vaudeville 
type—rather it will be well chosen song and 
dance and musical numbers. 


Overtures by the Indiana Symphonic Orches- 
tra under the directorship of Raymond B. Towns- 
ley, assisted by Jack Welch at the Wurlitzer pipe 
organ, will round out the program. 


Opening at 12:45 o’clock each day, the first per- 
formance comes at 1 o’clock and will be followed 
by others at 2 o’clock, 3 o’clock, 5 o’clock, 7 
o’clock and the last one at 9 o’clock. De Luxe 
performances are at 3, 7 and 9 o’clock. 


The scale of prices will be twenty-five cents for 
matinees and forty cents for evenings and holi- 
days. 


Heavy and richly woven oriental carpets fur- 
nished and installed by the American Rug & 
Carpet Company work into the general tone of 
the interior. They are to be fotind in the aisles 
and loges. 


In the early construction work, the heavy duty 
building blocks of the Vigo American Clay Com- 
pany were called into service and were used ex- 
clusively in the theatre work. They are the Atlas 
—the strength that supports the beauty and 
grandeur one finds in the Indiana. 


The Flexlume Sign Company has more than 
measured up to its national reputation in the 
sign, executing the design and erecting the sign 
in its entirety. Surmounting the sign is the bril- 
liant peacock with its spreading tail, while be- 
low the “Indiana” sign stands out from the pat- 
tern. Three thousand lights are used, making the 
corner the brightest spot in the city. 


Outside trimmings as a part of the theatre are 
the product of the American Terra Cotta and 
Ceramic Company. Polychrome terra cotta, in 
three colors, adds greatly to the effectiveness of 
the Spanish appearance of the theatre. The 
company did all of its work at the theatre and 
is counted among the leaders of this particular 
field. 


An asbestos curtain from the Fabric Studios 
combines beauty that fits into the style of the 
theatre as well as providing a fire wall. In ad- 
dition, the studios furnished the grand valance of 
the stage. 


Ever since the first steps in the construction of 
the Indiana there has been a young man much 
in evidence. He is Maymond Mork, building 
superintendent for the Architect. Except for oc- 
casional visits by Mr. Eberson, the superintending 
has been in the hands of Mr. Mork and under his 
direction the work has been carried on. From 
here is to go to the theatre Mr. Eberson is build- 
ing in Houston, Texas. 


Terre Haute contractors who helped to build 
the Indiana include some well known firms— 
Hartman & Co., who did the sheet metal work; 
Wissel & Christman, who installed the plumbing; 
the Crane Company branch which furnished 
plumbing fixtures; the Frank Prox company 
which furnished one of its updraft boilers; cement 
and plaster and metal laths from the Reiman Lime 
& Cement Company; sand and gravel from the 
Macksville Gravel Co., and gravel from Bray 
Brothers. 


Director Raymond B. Townsley of the Indiana 
Symphonic Orchestra gathered a reputation for 
himself while in the army—leading two different 
regimental bands. He was detailed to grade 
musicians while overseas and later was called to 
lead the A. E. F. bands at Pershing stadium. 


In the rotunda is a handsome farence tile floor 
designed and executed by the Central Tile Com- 
pany—which will immediately catch the eyes of 
the theatre patrons.

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JESSE L. LASKY 


HE HISTORY of the modern motion picture 
may fairly be said to be synonymous with 
that of the Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 

tion, producers and distributors of Paramount 
Pictures. For it was in 1912, with the initiation 
of the producing activities of the Famous Players 
Film Company that the modern five-reel feature, 
the accepted standard of today, was born. 


Adolph Zukor was an exhibitor of motion pic- 
tures at that time and the pictures he was com- 
pelled to accept from the producers of that day 
were crude and not numerous. He decided, as 
long as he couldn't get what he wanted, that he 
would go into the producing business himself. 
The Famous Players Film Company accordingly 
was organized and production work was started 
in a little studio. The initial production was 
“Queen Elizabeth," starring Sarah  Barnhardt, 
which was followed by James К. Hackett in “The 
Prisoner of Zenda.” 


So great was the success of these Famous Play- 
ers pictures that in September, 1913, other con- 
cerns entered the field, following the Famous 
Players policy. In these companies was the Jesse 
L. Lasky Feature Play Company, organized by 
Mr. Lasky and Cecil B. DeMille, and which 
launched its production career at Hollywood, Cal. 
This company’s first production was “The Virgin- 


ian,” starring Dustin Farnum, and many a funny 
story is told of the financial and technical diffi- 
culties encountered and surmounted. Bosworth, 
Inc., also entered the field at Hollywood at about 
that time and the two companies combined their 
distributing resources in what was known as the 
Paramount Pictures Corporation. 


In July 1916, the Famous Players and Lasky 
companies joined forces under the name of the 
Famous Players-Lasky Corporation and later ab- 
sorbed the Oliver Morosco Photoplay Co., and 
Pallas Pictures, the output of Bosworth, Inc. 


In Octoter of this year the Artcraft Pictures 
Corporation was formed and early in 1917 both 
the Paramount and Artcraft corporations were 
absorbed by the Famous-Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion. Thanks to the sagacity of Mr. Zukor, who 
had been president of the Famous Players-Lasky 
ever since it was founded, the name “Paramount” 
was preserved as the name for the company’s out- 
put. 


Today Paramount Pictures represent more than 
one-third of the feature production and distribut- 
ing business in the United States, being shown in 
more than 11,000 theatres in America, and dis- 
tributed through scores of branch offices through- 
out the world, they literally encircle the earth. 


The little Famous Players studio soon gave 
way to larger quarters and then to still larger. 
The Eastern production activities of the company 
are now centered in the new studio in Long Is- 
land City which, together with the laboratory 
across the street, represents an outlay of $2,500,- 
000 and can accommodate twelve producing units 
at one time. 


Out at Hollywood the studio where all the work 
on the early Lasky productions was done was 
recently outgrown as a mere property room and 
today the Lasky studio covers acres of ground and 
is one of the largest and finest studios in the 
world. А million-dollar plant in London serves 
as the company's European production center and 
Paramount Pictures, directed by foremost Ameri- 
can directors and with American players in the 
casts, are being filmed all over Europe. 


Adolph Zukor is president of the Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky Corporation. Jesse L. Lasky, first vice- 
president, is in charge of all production; Cecil B. 
DeMille is director-general, and Sidney R. Kent 
is in charge of sales as general manager of dis- 
tribution. 


In the new Indiana Theatre the Paramount Pic- 
tures will form the regular program, opening with 
Thomas Meighan in “Cappy Ricks.” Through the 
absorbtion of the American and Orpheum in the 
Same company, all productions of the Paramount 
Company will be shown in Terre Haute at one of 
these three theatres.

One of the features of the Indiana is the light- 
ing effect and the cove lighting above, providing 
a gradual change of amber, red and blue, as 
worked out by Mr. Eberson and the Pierce Elec- 
tric Company. It is controlled by the Major 
system of light control, developed by the Major 


Equipment Company and built by the Frank 
Adams Electric Company. From the board on 
the stage are controlled all lights of the theatre, 
and dimmers are employed to bring about gradual 
changes instead of the old system of sudden 
flashes.

John Wenger, a leader in the new school, has 
provided some startling designs in the stage set- 
ting, giving an artistic rendition of the new con- 
ception of stage settings. There is nothing of 
the old scenery painter in the settings. 


Original designs in keeping with the Spanish 
architecture are found in the electrical fixtures 
executed and installed by T. W. Wilmarth. No 
cold white lights come from them—instead, there 
are rich, warm tones that give color and effect 
to the interior. 


A “throw” of 78 feet is made possible because 
of the location midway in the auditorium of the 
projection machine. The throw is straight, giv- 
ing a clear cut picture, and without the usual dis- 
tortion which comes from the old angle of the 
throw and screen. 


The Rudolph Wurlitzer Company has installed 
one of its latest Hope-Jones organs—controlled 
from the main console in the pit. Pipes are con- 


cealed behind two large screens which assume the 
appearance of windows, lighted from within, a 
balustrade upon which is perched a peacock giv- 
ing welcome to the audiences. 


Great richness and harmony has been given to 
the tenazo tile floor of the promenada, executed 
and laid by the Standard Mosaic Tile Company. 
This same company also made the grand stair- 
case to the elevated seats of the auditorium. 


Small oriole windows adorn the side walls, giv- 
ing a picturesque effect and adding to the general 
effectiveness of the organ screens. The also play 
a part in the marvelous lighting effects gained 
from the screens. 


S. Karpen & Bros., have given a welcomed ad- 
dition to the building in the especially designed 
furniture found in the promenada, the loges, and 
the ladies' parlor. All furniture was especially 
designed by the company for the theatre to fol- 
low out the Spanish style.
